The  •uggesUon  that    the  British 
N4vy  should  be  os<  !     >  instru 
ment  for  enforcing  the  decreci  of  the 
Loague  of    Nations  has   irouted  • 

•torm  of  criticism.  Apparently  that 
•tt^fcstion  was  pot  forward  by  'Lord 
Pl^moor  and  with  the  itaction '  of 
ihf  Labor  Government  ol  Britain  as 
that  might  be  adopted  without 
thi  consent  of  Parlismtnt.  T|ie  safe- 
guarfi  against  .«^uch  a  course  bCMg 
foilovycd  hes  in  the  existence  of 
Parliament.  If  is  Specifically  pro- 
vided that  in  time  of  peace  the  Crown 
cah  only  frame  laws  and  regulations 
(of  the  government  of  the  Army  and 
Ngry  by  express  authority  of  I\irli.i 
mtnt.  No  Government  in  Britain  m 
tifhe  ot  peace  is  likely  to  pledge  the 
country  to  any  permanent  course  of 
action  rrRardinj?  naval  control  and 
policy  other  than  such  a  coorae  aa 
has  been  evolved  by  a  proccta  of 
constitutional  practice 

The  British  people  are  very  jealous 
of  their  lAvat  plWcr.   thty  h»ve  a 

right  to  he  since  they  are  the  greatest 
of  maritime  peoples  and  that  great- 
ness has  bccii  1oatcr«d  and  has  grown 

by  the  exi^fenrr  of  power  on  the 
ae|MI.  That  the  strength  of  that  Navy 
should  be  pledged  to  maintain  some 
set  of  circumstances,  about  which 
nothing  is  known  at  the  time  the 
pMgc  ia  given,  is  vnthinkabie.  The 

British  Navy  is  at  present  tlir  preaf 
est  safeguard  of  the  world  s  peace, 
but  it  is  that  safeguard  because  it  is 
British,  not  because  it  i.s  an  interna 
tional  policeman  by  international 
sanction.  Theoretically  the  ohjccts  of 
the  r.,ca({ue  of  N'ations  are  admirable, 
but  in  attempting  to  function  in  a 
practical  way  too  great  an  onus  may 
be  placed  on  the  manhood  of  one  of 
its  members.  There  is  no  question 
that  any  and  every  nation,  to  fulfil 
responsibilities  to  the  I.eae  e.  should 
be  prepared  to  contribute  to  an  in- 
ternational police  fofce,  or  whatever 
other  weapon  is  deemed  desirable  ia 
the  interests  of  international  peace. 
It  is  quite  another  matter  to  expect  a 
sinKle  nation  to  place  1u  greatest 
defensive  force  At  th*  Wdding  of  the 
League. 

The  arrangement  proposed  for  the 
British  Navy  -alight*  inconceivv 
ably,  if  aanctlomd,  have  to  b«  car 
ried  out  nndrr  circumstances  to 
which  the  British  C.overnment  would 
not  be  a  consenting  party.  'If  the 
Parliament  of  Britain  had  to  be  con- 
suited  under  any  and  all  circum- 
stances that  might  arise,  then,  pre- 
•tUMbly.  the  Parliaments  of  all  other 
countries  which  are  members  of  the 
League  would  also  have  the  right  to 
be  aakad  for  a  definition  of  the  duties 
of  nations  as  decreed  by  the  League 
That  situation  is  an  impossible  one. 

The  spirit  of  the  British  people  is 
not  such  that  they  are  liWely  ti»  yield 
up  the  control  of  their  mightiest  de- 
fensive instmment  It  might  be 
argued  that,  as  the  instrument  of  the 
League,  and  theoretically  as  the  chief 
instrvment  of  world  peace,  control 

■  f  the  N'aw  would  Still  be  i"  ted  in 
the  British  Crown.  That  would  .-rase 
to  be  the  case  if  the  movements  and 

purposes  of  that     Navy     were  MIS 

ceptible  to  any  set  of  circumstances 
over  which  the  British  Crown  had  no 
control,  .\ctually  the  Crowo  must 
continue  to  control  the  Navy.  In 
reality  it  ia  ParliaaiMt  wMeh  exer- 
cises that  control  because  it  holds  the 
purse  strings.  Parliament  alone 
conld  implement  what  Lord  Parmoor 
suggests,  and  in  this  respect  one 
Parliament  could  upact  what  its  pre- 
dectaaor  migdl  decree.  There  could 
ba  ae  permanency  a)>oiit  any  at 
rangamcnt  to  alienate  the  British 
Navy  for  international  purposes,  .^s 
it  stands,  under  the  cOBtrol  of  those 
responsible  for  its  creation  and  main- 
tenance, it  is  an  instrument  of  world 
peace,  and  in  no  way,  save  by  the 
strengthening  of  its  man  and  Kun 
power,  conld  it  be  made  a  mightier 
vreapon  either  physically  or  morally 
for  the  pursuance  of  the  ynu  which 
the  League  of  Nations  has  iii  view.

In    respect    to    the  policy 
of  cluttering  up  the     statute  hooks 
with  enactments  altogether  ^oo  little 
consideration  is  given  to  tiic  extra 
cost  imposed  for    enforcement  pur- 
poses.

It  is  (|uite  obvious  that  until  the 
Atlurncy  (icneral  makes  definite  anri 
detailed  proposals  regarding  a  unibed 
police  force  for  British  Columbia, 
and  illustrates  what  the  financial  ar- 
rangements would  be,  the  subject 
can  only  be  discussed  academically. 
If  it  would  mean  permanent  relief  in 
taxation  for  municipalities  and  in 
rreasol  efticiency  in  policing,  it  will 
receive  careful  consideration  by  the 
pabHt  interested.-  The  mere  sugges- 
tion of  a  change.  thrown  out 
tentatively,  has,  so  far,  elicited  no 
alibatantial  support' 


AMBKICAN  FILMS 

Mr.  ^George  Bernard  Shaw  i« 
critical  to'  the  pOint  of  bitttriMes  on 

the  subject  of  .\merican  films  There 
is  unquestionably  a  substratum  of 
truth  in  what  hf  sayi.  The  constant 
-•'.ir  ing  after  the  elaborate  in  prf> 
ductions  causes  a  departure  from 
natare.  Many  modern  films  are 
exaggerated  to  the  point  where  they 
become  ridiculous.  This  is  specially 
the  caiie  where  masterpieces  of  Jhe 
past  are  filmed  There  is  an  over- 
whelming conceit  in  hlin  produccr.s. 
The  claim  to  fame  in  many  of  the 
producfii  TIN  lies  nnf  in  the  merit  of 
the  authors  but  in  the  amount  of 
money  which  lias  been  spent,  and 
often  spent  foolishly,  in  the  staging. 
There  is  this,  however,  to  be  said  in 
favor  of  American  films.  The  pro- 
ducers are  evidently  giving  the  pub- 
lic what  they  want.  The  public  taste 
may  be  deprecated,  but  tbc  film  in- 
dustry is  simply  a  business,  and  as 
such  has  no  concern  with  the  moral- 
ity or  virtue  of  its  patrons.  The 
ethics  of  tlie  iiuluslrv  Ic'ave  a  great 
deal  to  be  desired,  but  the  public  do 
not  seem  to  mind  very  much  what 
those  ethics  are  so  long  a>i  tliry  re 
ceive  ephemeral  enjoyment  and 
thrills  from  the  productions  to  which 
they  throng.. 

The  enduring  character  of  filmdom 
will  dc])ciid  on  continuous  change  in 
productions.  So  faf'  the  industry  has 
been  lacking  in  originality,  and  often 
disregardful  of  the  unities  of  time 
and  place.  I  n  /ome  respects  it  tends 
to  creite  a  ,false  perspective,  or  at  all 
events  an  'Aaggerated  one.  Mr. 
Shaw  ^  says  it  is  reeking  with 
morality,  bpt  .docs  not  dare  to 
touch  virtue.  The  English  critic 
should  have  explained  more  fully 
what  he  ^exns  in  this  regard,  for 
nvorality  and  virtue  in  many  minds 
are  synonymous.  What  is  certain  is 
that  the  influence  of  moving  pictures 
han  not  been  one  wholly  for  good. 
They  centralize  their  .energies  too 
much  on  depicting  the  weaknesses  of 
mankind,  which  means  that  they  are 
catering  to  the  weak-minded.  It  is 
the  superHcialiiy  of  pro<luctions 
which  has  called  down  so  much 
criticism  on  the  heads  of  film  pro- 
ducers There  i*  no  question  that 
the  industry  stands  m  need  of  reform. 
It  4s  a  claaa  of  entertainment  which 
has  rome  to  stay,  but  so  long  as 
public  taste  remains  what  it  is  there 
is  little  hope  that  producers  will  do 

much    towards    making    moving  pic 
tures  a  reforming  and  uplifting  force 
In  the  world. ' 


We  are  told  by  a  competent 
authority,  '  who,  of  course,  is  a 
writer  for  the  press,  that  "the  power 
of  the  average  thanderbolt  is  one 
hundred  million  volts,  too  much  for 
any  constitution  to  stand."  Natural- 
ly and  indubitably;  but  if  the  writer 
were  not  a  newspaper  man  we  should 
be  inclined  to  ask  htm  how  he  foiin>l 
out  that  the  power  of  the  average 
thunderbolt  is  one  hundred  million 
volts.  Did  he  catch  the  bolt,  bottle 
it,  and  apply  a  meter  to  it?  But,  of 
courae,,  tlkc  aatbority  of  an  editor  for 
a  statement  must  not  be  questioned. 
The  editor  knows,  and  that  is  all 
there  is  to  it. 


The  British  Columbia  Liquor  Con- 
trol Board  is  having  a  peck  of  trouble 
with  bootleggers  and  label  forgers. 
It  will  eontinac  to  have  trouble  with 
all  aorta  of  Illicit  traffickers  as  long 
as  it  chargca-  high  prices  for 
the  goods  it  vends.  But  we  shall  be 
confrftnteit  with  a  list  of  the  prices 
charged  for  beef,  wines  and  liquors 
in  other  parts  of  Caiiada  as  justifies 
tion  fiT  wv.ir-A  'vnable  charges  h<Tr. 
and  we  shall  anticipate  that  reply  by 
pointing  out  that  circumstances  do 
nc»t  invariably  prove  a  case.

within  three  moatha,  tha  Crown 
atanda  In  tha  aama'  poaltion  aa  a 
mortgaaaa  who  doea  not  ragiatar  his 
charge  ayainat  any  property. 

"One  important  point  covered  by 
Mr.  Crane  l.x  the  fa' t  ihnt  all  these 
old  succcnalon  duties  an  covered  liy 
bonds  of  Kuarantee  companies  whom 
we  look  lo  for  |>ayfnent.  In  fact,  we 
have  many  inatances  where  we  are 
now  preasing  the  bond  company  for 
payment  of  auecesslon  duties.  The 
bond  company,  of  cooraa.  haa  a  lien 
on  tha  aetata  aad  tha  propertlea  which 
form  tha  aetata.  Tf  they  pay  the 
Oovarnmant  the  succesaion  dutlea. 
the  rlghta  of  tha  Crown  and  all  liens 
on  property  are  subjugated  to  the 
bond  compunj.  Therefore,  If  we  ic- 
Unquloh  the  claims  or  Hens  nn  thla 
property,  as  sujcgesfed,  we  would  alao 
h.-.ve  to  rellnquiah  our  claim  to  the 
bond  company  for  eucceasion  duty. 

"I,  therefore,  cannot  aee  how  we 
can  meet  with  the  requeat  contained 
in  the  raaolatUm." 

After  eonaidarabla  comment  con- 
demnlag  tha  preaent  atate  of  affairs, 
the  Council  directed  that  the  letter 
he  received  and  filed,  and  that  a  copy 
of  It  he  sent  the  secretary  and  presi- 
dent of  the  Union  of  Fl.C  .Municipali- 
ties, which.  Alderman  Marchant 
pointed  out.  considered  the  question 
at  the  recent  convention,  where  a 
resolution  waa  paaaed  aaeklag  raliaf 
from  tha  Oovarnmant.

"The  line  was  opened  for  freight 
and  paansager  aervlce  in  1111,  and 
aitheuah  the  ttrat  few  moatha  of 
operation  aeemcd  to  hold  a  promise 
of  better  thing*  In  the  futu>a.  it  never 
paid  the  cost  of  operation  from  the 
very  beginning.  The  following  year 
aaw  the  commencement  of  the  war, 
with  Ita  resultant  dlsoraanlzatlon  and 
yeara  of  financial  stringency  How- 
ever, In  common  with  many  other 
business  enterprisen  at  that  time,  it 
was  decided  to  carry  on  In  the  ex- 
paetatlea  that  thinga  would  right 
thamaehraa  after  tha  war,  aad  aa  % 
mora  or  laaa  patrlotle  daty. 

"Bxperlantia  haa  ainca  provad  that, 
ao  far  aa  the  Saanich  Intantrbaa  waa 
concVrned.  the  after  the  war**  hope

"Instead  of  traffic  pi<klna  up  after 
the  war.  It  remained  very  much  as 
before,  and  haa  been  steadily  *'win- 
dling  ever  atnea.
